Some of the 
provincial ministers, having a wife and family to support, receive less wages 
than a carpenter or blacksmith. Can we expect better men for this remu- 
neration? Could not a communal fund be formed, as already proposed by 


you editorially, to supplement the salaries already paid by the over-taxed 
residents of some of our small towns where we have synagogues? Hf such

yet as a- former chorister of a city synavozue, permit me tusay a fey words 
o2 behalf of salaried choristers cenerally, As a rule they do not receive 
remuneration according to their services/beeausc the Boards of Manage- 
ment leave this matter entirely in thé hands of one of their tra worthy 
offieers, (be it, said to his credit) endeavours to he as mMteal as 
possible in favour of the congregation, The facts need only be placed 
before the public, and a change is sure to follow. In many ins‘ances the 
adult choristers, who ave mostly married men with large families, have to 
walk many miles on Friday evening, and twice that distance on Saturdays. 


On holydays like those just passed they have barely time to run to or from 


their homes to attend to their duties at synagogue. They aro, without 


exception, respectable, and’ must appear decently dressed. Their 


rrequent 
rehearsals, especially at festival times, last from 8 to 10. o’¢lock in the 
evening (often later), and that after a hard day’s work. For these services 
thei salaries vary from one shilling and sixpence to seven shillings a week. 
Very few indeed can boast of the latter amount. As an example, I could 
name two choristers, both fathers of eight children, who haye held the 
situation of choristers at one of our wealthiest city synagogues for not less a 
period than 16 years, and whose voices it would be difficult to match even” 
amongst professional singers of their age; and yet up to the present their- 
weekly stipend has reached the enormous amount of five shillings and four 
pence, | | 

I trust that these facts will induce the authorities to increase liberally 
the salaries of the choristers—an increase which they not only deserve, but 
really require, considering the present high rate of necessaries. Or, failing 
this, I would sugyest that gentlemen who offer several guineas when called 
to the law should diminish their liberality towards the funds of the syna- 


-gogue by one quarter, and offer that quarter as a gratuity to the choristers.

‘The Rev. the Chief Rabbi preached at Bayswater Synagogue on Sah 


bath last. He took his text from Genesis xxi 33. “ And Abraham planted 
a tree at Beersheba and called there on the name of the Lord, the ever- 
lasting God.” Thereverend preacher showed how the distinguishing cha- 


racteristic of Abraham was a vigourous, healthy and active piety, evinced’ 


in the desire to-do good to the living and the dead. He was not alone just 
for himself, but he laboured for his fellow-men. He may be likened to the 
tree which he himself planted. The strongest tree does not grow ina 


couservatory or in sheltered sunny nooks, but it stands on rocks where the 


tempest rages and hard winters reign. Thus with Abraham. The trials 
and difficulties he encountered stecled him, and placed him so high on the 
pinnacle of faith that he was enabled to influence many of his mightiest 
contemporaries for good, not so much by words as by his noble character 
and his pure actions, by his disinterestedness and his generosity. According 
to the Midrash he planted an orchard at Beersheba and feasted the way- 
farers with its delicious fruit. When they arose from the repast and were 
about to thank Abraham, he said, ‘Thank Him above, who is the great 
Creator and Provider of all that you eat and drink.” Thus he directed the 
hearts of idolaters to the true God, clevating the debased, strengthening the 
weak, comforting the wavering, fortifying the fickle. To do good to the 
living is the mission of the descendants of Abraham. Not to labour for them- 


selves alone, but for their children, their honesholds, their community, their 


country, If fathers and mothers are patterns to their children, inclining 


their hearts to love their faith, not by words only, but by seeking to touch a- 
responsive chord in their hearts, they act in the spirit of Abraham.

Under this grove Abraham ureed that the 
Almighty God would never have suffered man to know that he would die, 
and that he must prepare a resting-place for himself and those whom he 
loves,.unless he had prepared a healing balm to this wound in the convic- 
tion that man’s soul is immortal, and will abide after death with the Lord 
and with those who have gone before him to their rest. The soul should 
be educated for this destiny by the performance of those duties which are 
called true kindness, becanse it is kindness which can never be repaid. 
What Abraham taught he practised. With solicitude he acquired a fitting 
sepulchre for the remains of his beloved wife—the place, which, while so 
many monuments of antiquity have become shattered ruins—is still 
venerated by three creeds and many nations, Thus must his hearers aet 
towards their dead. They have become a michty corgregation. The 
distance at which they. well from the East of this city, prevents 
them from discharging the last sacred duties to the dead, accompany- 
ing their remains to the ‘“ House of Life,” and visiting their graves.

This Conference was held between the Visitation Com 
mittee of the Council of the United Synagogue and the gentlemen who, at 


the request of that committee, had undertaken the duty of visiting and 


ministering to the spiritual requirements of . J ewish inmates of hospitals, 
workhouses, lunatic asylums and prisous. The task of visitation has been 
cheerfully undertaken by a number of gentlemen chiefly ministers of our 


- community ; and among those ministers are some clerical gentlemen who, 
though not officers of the United Synagogue, have willingly placed shen | 
_ Selves under the instructions of its Council for the purpose in view. 


The history of visitation may have been traced from our columns, 


The conjoined city synagogues had for some years appointed salaried 
Visitors to several metropolitan prisons and to the hospitals. — 
Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge organized, with 
great zeal and under circumstances of difficulty, a plan for the visitation 
_ of prisoners, and by its strenuous exertions and the indulgence of the 
government, Jewish prisoners were grouped in one prison, so as to facili- |

with the Association. We say that under the Council of the United 
Synagogue the labours of visitation are extended, but their control is con - 


-centrated ; and this is of advantage to all parties concerned in the service. 


- The Chairman, in a plain, business-like address, laid before the meeting 


| particulars of the visitation, and eulogized the manner in which the 
Visitors performed the responsible duties imposed on them. However painful 
and distressing the performance of the visitation duties must be to any 
sensitive and conscientious mind, it must carry with it a feeling of sacred 


pleasure in that sublime consciousness of doing good which bears its own 
reward. 
We learn with regret that the ‘most sad of all human affitations— 


lundcy—holds an important place numerically in the statistics laid before 
the meeting. In Colney Hatch Asylum alone, where nearly all county 
| lunatics of our religion are grouped, there are no less than fifty Jews— 
comparatively a large number. 


‘In one month a (maximum) number of 
110 lunatics were visited; and as there are 12 asylums to be inspected, the 


labour must be heavy. We quote a paragraph from Mr. Joszru’s speech, 


as the statement which it contains cannot be too widely disseminated : 


As regards the-visitation of Lunatic Asylums, some might be apt to think 
that the labour of visitation was thrown away and that it was absurd to visit 
those deprived of reason. But anyone who had visited insane persons knew that 
in the majority of cases three parts of the time were passed by the patients in 
lucid intervals, and at these periods the unfortunate people felt deeply their 


{ isolation from ‘the outer world, and were not only amenable to spiritual minis- 


trations, but gladly welcomed them.” 

In reference to Hospitals, we may say that their inmates are greatly 
dependant on clerical visitors for the break in the monotony of sick bed 
life, beside for spiritual instruction. 

It seems to us that the chances of recovery among the poor are in- 
creased by removal to hospitals. In such institutions there are better air, 
better ventilation, better attendance, and in cases of contagion less risk of 
infection; and it is a question for consideration in social economy, and in 
its bicatich of charity organisation, whether “sick homes” might not 
be established, in which, for a small payment—nof gratuitously —the sick 
poor might be tended, so as to have the benefits of a hospital without the 
disadvantage of being entirely dependent on public charity, which some 
feel as adegradation. We mention this more particularly, because visita- 


| tion of the sick in the homes of the poor is as important as their visitation 


in hospitals; but the former sacred duty cannot be well performed, or 
performed at all, in a community like ours, in which the poor are so 
numerous, and the ministers—at least competent ministers—are few. 


We learn with intense regret and disgust that the sanctity of the sick 
bed has been violated in more instances than one by the conversionists. 
It is unpardonable thus to take advantage of the helplessness of the sick 
and to assail them when their minds are debilitated and their nerves 
unstrung by pain and suffering, or by the near approach of death. Tho 
publication of a well-established fact of this description would, we believe, 


excite apprehension and displeasure in the general community as Well as 


in our own—in all minds to which the liberty of conscience and the sanctity 


_ of the sick room are precious considerations.

But the whole aspect of the question has 
altered, and the new School Board Act necessitates immediate attention to 
it. The powers conferred under that Act are very extensive, and unless 
we are careful there may be numerous cases of children unconvicted of 
crime being relegated to Industrial Schools. Let us consider how grave 
is the responsibility if only one child be lost to Israel by our own neglect. 
Let us strive with heart and soul to purify the rising "generation of Jews 
from the stain of crime, at least from crime which is too often the 
consequence of defective education or improper rearing. We earnestly 
pray that the attention of our brethren will be directed to the subject, and 
that the advice tendered in a Jetter read at the meeting may be found 
practicable and worthy of adoption—that the history of the early life of 
prisoners shall be enquired into, so that efforts may be made by experience 
thus acquired to prevent crime in the rising generation. If we are to be 
the witnesses of Gop, we must be examples to man. 


The community must feel grateful to the zealous and able gentlemen | 


who have accomplished the missions assigned to them with tact, energy, 
and care. They have reason to feel especially grateful to the managers of 
Hospitals, Asylums, Prisons, and Workhouses, for the kindness and con- 
sideration shewn to our people in almost every instance. The Wandsworth 
Prison is a singular exception. On the whole a deep feeling of manly gra- 
titude towards our fellow-countrymen should exist in all our Jewish hearts 
for the many instances of good feeling shewn us. Nor can we dismiss the 
subject without expressing sincere pleasure that the strong organization 
and earnest exertions of the Council of the United Synagogue have pro- 
daced results as satisfactory as results can be in labours so painful and 
distressing as those which occupy the attention of the Visitors and the 
Visitation Committee. | 


THE JEWS OF PERSIA. 
| 
‘THE position of the Jows of Persia requires serious attention. The recent 


exertions of Sir Moses Moyterrone and the Board of Deputies to mitigate | 


the sufferings of our Persian brethren have lately occupied public con- 


sideration. Certain information addressed to the Anglo-Jewish Association |. 


was recently reported in our columns, and a letter from Bagdad, which is 
quoted in another part of this journal, throws new light cn the matter. The 
-munificent contributions which, at the appeal of the Board of Deputies, 


flowed in from various regions of the earth—from parts of Europe, America | 
and distant Australia—and which were intelligently distributed by the late — 
Mr. Aurson under the advice of Sir Moszs Monterrors, had the effect, — 


under Provipencer, of saving hundreds of human lives, and checked for the 
_time the progress of the alarming and devastating famine from which the 
inhabitants of Persia, and our brethren especially, suffered in so distressing 


amanner, But as the Board of Deputies explained, and as advices that. 


have reached the Anglo-Jewish Association confirm, the immediate pressure 


of the famine may have ceased, but the general state of misery of the Jews — 


of Persia remains in all its naked horror. We in this country can form no 
conception of the condition of suffering to which our brethren are reduced, 
materially as well as morally. The ear of the government is deaf to the 
voice of their misery. Nay, the voice of misery cannot be raised above a 
whisper, lest it should evoke the resentment and vengeance of the cruel 
subordinates “who, dressed in a little brief authority,” wield that autho- 
rity with an iron hand over the unfortunate victims exposed to their 
tyranny. The condition of our Persian brethren should be considered in 
two aspects—that of their material and -industrial condition, and that of 


their political and social condition, Unless the one be remedied, any remedy 


applied to the other will be ineffectual; and we confess we do not regard 


with any degree of sanguine anticipation the proposal of delegating a 


Jewish gentleman to fill a consular or diplomatic office in Persia, as we fail 
to see that such an appointment would be likely to remedy the two evils— 
want of meaus of subsistence, and depression in the scale of political eman- 


cipation. The English Foreign Office, whoever wields the seals of Secretary 


of State, is favourably disposed towards the Jews, and it has more than 


once exerted its influence in a beneficial manner. We believe it would do _ 
} so in this instance. The political position of Persia, or rather the 


political position of Great Britain with regard to Persia, is peculiar— 


| especially peculiar at this crisis, when Central Asia is said to be 
| the focus of intrigue—a very volcano in whose depths hidden 


fires are smouldering and strange eruptions imminent. Persia lies in 


a peculiar geographical position—close to Central Asia, and on the high- | 


way from the Levant to British India. Ali diplomatic negociations with | 
Persia involve care and discretion, lest undue interference on our part 


Should be taken to justify interference on the part of a power whose pro-_ 


jects are said to be not friendly to British influence in the Asiatic 


continent. Hence the utmost caution is necessary in dealing with the 
matter. We all know, even those not admitted to the secret Roumanian — 


Conference at the Foreign Office, from which the press was excluded, what 


is the béle noire of England in the East. If, then, it be proposed to ask — 
England or some other power to appoint a Consul or attache of the Jewish 


religion, he should be a man of experience, judgment, temper and tact, or 
grave interests may be compromised. It seems to us that it would be wise 
if the grievances of the Jews of Persia were laid before Her Masesty’s 
(Zovernment, and if steps could be taken to bring them to the cognizance 


of the Government of India, which is naturally best informed as to Asiatic 


politics. The proposal to send an emissary (if a very judicious and reliable 
one) to Persia, with a view of obtaining information as to the industrial 
and material condition of the Jews, seems feasible and advantageous. By 
a diplomatic effort, a gentleman adapted for the purpose might be placed 
under the protection of international law, even though not armed with the 
exequatur of a Consul or sheltered by the aegis of an Embassy. Of course, 


the investigations of such a person migbt be looked on with suspicion and 


jealousy by the Persian Government and the non-Jewish inhabitants of 
Persia, and they could not be pushed to any desirable point without con- 
siderable diffleulty. Still, the great points on which the world would desire 
to be informed are: whether the political ‘condition of the Jews in Persia 


is capable of improvement, and whether their material condition is capable — 


of improvement; and if the answers to both questions be in 
the affirmative, the proper steps to secure that improvement would 


have to be taken into immediate consideration, It seems to us (though 
after recent experience we support the scheme with. trepidation), that 
a scheme of emigration, even if tabooed in Roumania, might be applicable | 
to Persia. The conditions of life of the Persian Jews are most unsatisfactory 
—they are hardly ‘ possible.” Their hopes are indeed weak in a country 
in which the soil and climate are unfavourable to agriculture. The 


absence of suitable means of communication is unfavourable to commerce 
and trade. The Jews, if we mistake not, eke out a bare subsistence. 
Some other and stronger remedies than those suggested must, we submit, 


be provided, if permanent results are to follow. In the mean time, what- 


ever be decided on, prompt action should be taken, for the sufferings of 


our brethren are carried to us with no uncertain cry. We do not think 


that the plan suggested of appointing an emissary who should open a 
school at Teheran, would answer the required purpose. The duties of a 


school would involve his almost continual presence at Teheran, and he 


could with difficulty inform himself by hearsay of the position and re- 


- quirements of his brethren in other parts of Persia, especially the districts 


on the slopes which incline towards the Persian Gulf, and which are 
separated by desert land from other parts of Persia. ; oe 


Js this not an occasion on which the Anglo-Jewish Association might. ste? 
gracefully and usefully enter into communication with the Board of 


Deputies, so that there might be joint counsel and co-operation in a matter 
in which both sides sympathize. The experience of the one body would 


temper the energy of the other. Each might be useful to the other, and = 


happy results would, we believe, follow.

He wound up with an cloquent exordium. He alluded to the traps or 
snares constructed by wild and rapacious animals. He spoke of the web of 
the spider. He described the warren of the rabbit in sandy soils, and the 
tunnel it burrowed for its young. From the polar bear, natural warmth 


exuded which melted the surrounding snow to admit air for respiration, 


The beaver, before felling a tree, cut a circle round it, and next ascertained 
on which side the tree would best fall, and then bit deeply on the opposite 
side accordingly. Those who only saw blind instinct in this fact must be 
blind to the Divine Wisdom which it manifested. Thesmallest of English 
mammalis, whose body was only. 1% inches long, witha tail of like length, lived 
in a globular home lined with wool and moss. Rapacious birds had not the 
same sagacity as peaceful birds. The former built on inaccessible rocks, 
Their tenderness wis only displayed when their offspring were very young: 
afterwards these went out into the world carrying with them the habits of 
home. The ravens were described as a family of thieves. The shrike, the 
wood-pecker, and the owl were spoken of, also the little mecapodios, which, 
smaller than a partridge, builds for future generations a house 150 fect 
round and 40 feet high.

THE JEWS OF PERSIA. 


- The following letter, received by the Alliance Israelite Universelle 
from its Branch at Bagdad, was read at the last meeting of the Council of 


the Anglo-Jewish Association :— 


Bagdad, 51st July 1872. 
| To the President of the Alliance Israelite Universelle— x 
I am perfectly acquainted with the position of our unfortunate coreligionists in Persia, 


and have for a long time past interested myself in their unhappy condition, and collected 


every necessary information to enable myself to be of use to them. However, to comply 
with the wish expressed by the Alliance that an enquiry should be instituted, and in order 
to more carefully weigh and consider the questions propounded, I hastened to call a meet- 


_ ihg of the Committee and to summon several merchants of position who had a special 


knowledge of Persia; some from the fact of their having been born and having lived 
there for some time, others from that of having had commercial relations with that 
country.. The meeting was held on Sunday. 2ist July, and lasted three hours, 

‘What is the present state of our coreligionists in Persia, and do they still. require 
assistance?’ Tam happy to be able to inform the AlHance that in the Northern as well 
as in the Southern provinces of Persia famine has everywhere given. place to plenty. Un- 
doubtedly there still exist numerous traces of the suffering of the past year, and the famine 
has unquestionably left many ruins behind, It seems to me that relief for these cases 
would be very opportune, but there is no small diMenutty in insuning its true destination. 

“Ts it possible to ameliorate their condition im the country itself, or to promote 
emigration?’ The meeting was unanimousiy of opinion that this last measure is 
impracticable, and that as a general rule the people would refuse to avail themselves of its 
alvantages.. And this is the more to be rcgretted because there exist in the region of the 


~ Caucasus, not far from the borders of the Caspian Sea, in the neighbourhood of the. town 


of Limkrana, several villages inhabited by Russians who have been converted to Judaism, 
and are known by the name of Schobodniks. The situation is excellent, the country 
fertile, and the climate resembles that of Persia: the language of that country 1s also 
spoken. Considerable advantages: would be derived if, with the consent of the Russian 
Government, our unhappy brethren could be prevailed upon, to scttle there for the purpose 
of applying theniselves to agriculture. The, would be received with open arms by their 
Russian coreligionists.

employed for that purpose. The nieeting again unanimously agreed that the task is of the 
most arduons. and that there is but one efficacions measure to be adopted, namely the fol- 
lowing :—The Alliance should send to Teheran a person of position, entirely devoted to the 
cause, a man thoroughly disinterested anc willing to give up limself and his time to his 
mission, and, above all. possessing great patience, It is important that he should mix with 
the political world of Teheran and keep up a certain appearance there, so as to be able to 
cultivate friendly relations with the high dignitaries of the State, both European and Per- 
sian. Accredited by the Alliance to the various embassies. he must in time make himself 
known. to all the Israelites of Persia, so that they may inform him of their sufferings and 
misfortunes, which he may then in many cases, if not wholly relieve, at least greatly alle- 
viate. In order to divest this mission of all appearances of a political character, and at the 
same time to secure the happiness of future generations, the delegate must open a school at 
Teheran, where Hebrew and Persian shall be taught. French should only occupy a second- 
ary place, and that only for the purpose of serving as a model to the two other languages, 
The greater part of his time should be devoted to the improvement of the moval and social 


condition of his brethren, and the school should only serve as one of the instruments for the 


accomplishment of the noble mission with which he is entrusted. 

If—happily for our poor brethren in Persia—the Alliance should sueceed in finding 
some one to undertake this delicate and difficult task, the cost need not exceed 15.000 franes 
(£600) per annum: that is to say, from six to seven thousand franes for the expenses of an 
establishment, the rental of a suitable house outside the Jewish quarter, servants, horse and 
groom, furniture, table expenses, occasional cutcriainments, presents to the high: Persian 
dignitaries (which are indispensable in this country, and at the same time smooth away many 


difficulties), insertions in Persian newspapers. from 2,000 to 2,500 frances for the school, and 


finally 6,000 francs for his own salary. } 

If the Alliance approve the measure proposed by our Committee, and were fortunate 
enough to find a man worthy of the mission, it were well if he were to know that our poor 
brethren of Persia, by reason of the numberless oppressions and hoy." se persecuticns to 
which they are continually subjected, have fal'cy to the lowest scale of the social ladder, 
And, M. President, is it to be wondered at that men who are ineapacitated from having 
shops in the bazaars and who are debarred froin engaging in any professions except in the 
recesses of their own homes, who enjoy no rights and are but barely tolerated, is it to be 


_ wondered at that these men, m order to procure the common necessaries of life, engage in 


all kinds of secret traffic, whether forbidden or otherwise, and, what is rarely to be met 
with, they even go so far as to inform against their own brethren, which is another cause of 
their miseries, . I know a Gheber who was sent by his coreligionists to Teheran from 
Bombay; the condition of his. Persian brethren was identical with that ours, Manak 
Schou Sahib is his name, He lives out. of 


his advice and experience. | 
At any rate the Alliance would do well to communicate with the Grand Vizier of 
Persia, Mourza Hassan Khan, as also.directly with the Shah, through an Ambassador at 


Teheran, and to pray him to put an end to the oppression and injustice, the weight of which. . 
_1s made to fall so heavily on our brethren by the governors and the people, and, above all, 


to free them from the special tax levied upon them by the Shah, and which owing to the 


greed and rapacity of his vile officials, is multiplied five, and even tenfold. 
Let us hope. that with God's aid and by the support of our brethren throughout the 


world, brighter days may dawn for the feeble remnant of Judah which finds a shelter in
